Chapter 1 


General Provisions 


Section 1. The following provisions shall constitute the general by-laws 
of the Town of Sandisfield, and shall be in lieu of all by-laws heretofore in 
force and the same are hereby repealed. 


Section 2. The repeal of a by-law shall not thereby have the effect of 
reviving any be-law theretofore repealed. 


Section 3. Words and phrases specifying or naming any officer, board or 
Gommittee of the Town shall be construed as including the lawful successor, or 
the person or persons having the powers and performing the duties of such offi- 
cer, board or committee. 


Section . When in a by-law anything is prohibited from being done without 
the license or permission of a certain, board or committee, such officer, board 
or committee shall hve the right to license or permit such thing to be done. 


Section 5. Any and all of these by-laws may be repealed or amended or 
additional by-laws may be adopted at any town meeting, except any by-law re- 
lating to zoning or any amendment or repeal of a zoning by-law, by an article 
for the purpose having been inserted in the warrant for such meeting by the 
Selectmen or in the manner provided by law, such change to be effective after 
approval by the Attorney General and proper advertising. 


Section 6. All Town departments, commissions or functions not governed 
by these by-laws are covered by pertinent provisions of the General Laws. 


CHAPTER IIL 
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30 Town Meetings 


Section 1. The Annual Town Meeting for the election of such Town Officers 
J or other officers required by law to be elected and for the determination of a 
matter to be voted for on a ballot as required by law, shall be held on the first 
Monday after the first Tuesday of March of each year, except that when said Mon- 
day falls on a holiday, then the meeting shall be hald on the following day. 


Section 2. The Annual Town Meeting for the transaction of all business on 
the Warrant except the election of such officers and the determination of such 
matters as are required to be elected or determined by ballot, shall be held on 
the first Saturday after the first Tuesday in March. 


Section 3. Warning of every Town Meeting shall be given by the posting of 
attested copies of the Warrant in at least three public places in the Town, not 
less than seven days before the day fixed for such meeting. 


Section lh. At lease seven days before the day fixed by the Warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting, the Selectmen shall cause to be mailed or delivered to each 
registered voter, as determined by the current voting list, a copy of the Annual 
Town Report. The failureg however, to comply with section shall not, in any way, 
invalidate the proceedings of the meeting subsequently held. 


Section 5. As soon as practicable after adjournment of any Town Meeting. on 
a vote to adjourn to another day, the Clerk of the Town shall cause a statement 
as to the day and hour and place to which such meeting was adjourned as to the day 
and hour and plae to which such meeting was adjourned and shall give notice of 
31 the same by causing attested copies of said statement to be posted in three public 
places in the Town, and if practicable. by publishing notice of the same in a 
4 newspaper printed within the County. 


Section 6. The number of voters nexessary to constitute a quorum at any Town 
Meeting shall be 25 ,provided however, that a lesser number may, from time to time, 
vote to adjourn a meeting and set a time and plae for reconvenins said meeting. 
The section shall not apply to such parts of Town Meetings as are devoted ex- 
clusively to election of Town Officers or other officials required to be chosen 
by ballot or elections relating to questions which are to be determined by 

secret ballot. 


Section 7. The articles of the Warrant shall be acted upon in the order in 
which they appear unless otherwise determined by vote of the meeting, and any 
article appearing in the Warrant requiring other than a majority vote for passage 
shall have the proportion of the vote required stated immediately following the 
article in the Warrant. 


Section 8. Articles in the Warrant covering items that the Town is obligated 
to pay shall be listed in such a manner that they may, if deemed practicable, be 
voted on as one. 

Section 9. Motions shall be made in writing if so directed by the Moderator 

Section 10. If a motion is susceptible of division, in the opinion of the 


Moderator, it shall be divided and the question shall be put separately upon each 
part thereof if ten voters so request. 
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31 Section 11. Town meetings shall be conducted according to the provisions 
of Roberts Rules of Order unless otherwise required by the General Statutes and/ 
or these by-laws. 


Section 12. When a question is put, the sense of the meeting shall be de- 
termined by the voices of the voters and the Moderator shall declare the votes 
as it appears to him. If the Moderator is unable to decide the vote by the 
sound of the voices, or his decision is immediately questioned by seven or more 

32 voters, he shall determine the vote by polling or division and he may appoint 
tellers to make and return the count. 


Section 13. The meeting may order that the vote upon any motion shall be 
taken by a Yes or No ballot 


Section 14. Only persons registered to vote in the Town shall have a vote 
at the Town Meeting. Any other person may be allowed to attend and speak at the 
discretion of the Moderator unless ten voters shall object thereto; if as many as 
ten voters so desire any such person shall be allowed to speak, anything in this 
section to the contrary notwithstanding. Any attorney representing the Town or a 
voter shall disclose the fact of his representation before speaking on any matter. 


Section 15. No person shall speak more than once on any question to the ex- 
clusion of any other person who may desire to speak thereon, nor more than twice 
without first obtaining leave of the meeting, except that, in either case, with 
the approval of the Moderator, a person may speak again briefly to correct an 
error or misunderstanding resulting from his previous statement. 


Section 16. No person shall speak for more than seven minutes on any 
¥ question unless his time shall be extended by vote of the meeting or unanimous 
consent. 


Section 17. All boards and committees shall, without delay, after the Town 
election, elect a chairman and clerk, or secretary, and give notice in writing 
of such election to the Town Clerk. 


Section 18. All committees shall report as directed and, in no case, later than 
the Annual Town Meeting succeeding the meeting at which the committee was orig- 
inally designe ted and all committees shall be disolved at such succeeding Annual 
Meeting unless extended thereat by vote of the meeting or a later date for re- 
porting was set in the original vote authorizing the committee. 


Section 19. No motion, the effect of which would be to dissolve the meeting, 
shall be in order until every article in the Warrant therefor has been duly con- 
sidered and acted upon, but this shall not preclude the postponement of consid- 
eration of any article to adjournment of the meeting at a later stated time and 
place, or indefinite postponement of consideration of any article to adjournment 
of the meeting at a later stated time and place, or indefinite postponement, 
tabling or passing over any matter. 


33 Section 20. To be included in the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of 
any year, articles mst be presented to the Selectmen not later than five weeks 
before said meeting. 


Chapter III 
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Town Officers 


Section 1. There shall be three Selectmen, their terms of office so ar- 
ranged that one expires each year on the date of the Annual Town Meeting at 
which time a successor shall be elected for a three year term. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall seven (7) days before the Annual Town 
Meeting of each year, cause to be printed and distributed annual reports of the 
town officers, appointees and committees. This report shall contain a statement 
of the financial condition of the Town;together with a detailed report of all 
receipts and expenditures incurred during the preceding year. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk as soon as possible after 
every Town Meeting to notify all members of the committees who may be elected or 
appointed at such meeting, stating the business on which they are to act and the 
names of the persons composing the committees and also to notify all officers, 
boards and committees of all articles passed at such meeting that in any way 
affect them. 


Section lh. Constables - At each Annual Town Meeting for the election of 
officers, there shall be elected, for a term of one (1) year each two (2) con- 
stebles whose duties and liabilities shall be set forth in the General Laws. 


Section 5. School Committee - There shall be five (5) members of the School 
Committee elected as follows: Beginning at the 1965 Annual Town Meeting and con- 
tinuing every third year thereafter, there shall be elected one (1) member to the 
School Committee for a term of three years. At all other Annual Town Meetings 
tere shall be elected two (2) members to the School Committee for a term of three 

3) years. 


Section 6. There shall be three (3) Assessors, their terms of office so 
arranged that one expires each year on the date of the Annual Town Meeting at 
which time a successor shall be elected for a three year term. 


Section 7. The following Town Officers, Boards or Committees not provided 
for heretofore, shall be elected at Annual Town Meetings for a term of three (3) 


(a) The Town Treasurer 

(b) The Town Clerk 

(c) The Tax Collector 

(a) Library Trustees: There shall be three library trustees - one to be 
elected at each Annual Town Meeting for a term of three (3) years. 


Section 8. The following Town Officers, Boards or Committees not provided 
for heretofore, shall be elected at Annual Town Meetings for a term of one (1) 
year: 
(3) Moderator - who shall hold no other elective or appointed Town office 
(b) Tree Warden 
(c) Auditor 


Section 9. The Selectmen shall have the general direction and management of 
the property and affairs of the Town in all matters not otherwise provided for by 
law and/or these by-laws. 

Section 10. The Selectmen may from time to time establish traffic- rules 
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34 and regulations and shall amend said traffic rules and regulations as they may 
deem advisable. 


Chapter IV 
Financial Affairs 


Section 1. Hach officer, board or committee authorized to spend money 
shall, on or before January tenth of each year, transmit to the Town Accountant 
all unpaid bills outstanding as of December thirty-first. 


Section 2. The Collector of Taxes shall have all of the means of collect- 
ing taxes that the treasurer would have if he were appointed Collector of Taxes. 


Section 3. The Collector of Taxes shall collect under the title of Town 
Collector all accounts due the Town, except interest on investments of trust 
funds, fees for licenses and permits issued or granted by the various depart- 
ments of the Town, or other accounts otherwise provided for by law. 


35 Section . The Town Collector shall report to the Selectmen from time to 
time, as they may direct, upon all uncollected accounts in his hands. The 
Selectmen shall take such action with respect to all such accounts as they deem 
expedient and consistent with the interest of the Town. 


Section 5. The Town Collector shall, at least once in every ten days, re- 
mit to the Town Treasurer all money received by him on every account. 


Section 6. The Town Treasurer shall, at least once in every ten days, de- 
posit in the bank all money in his possession, belonging to the Town. 


Section 7. Except as otherwise provided by law, the Treasurer shall have 
custody of deeds, bonds, contracts, insurance policies, and other similar docu- 
ments owned by the Town. 


Section 8. Every officer shall turn over to the Treasurer of the Town all 
amounts received by him on behalf of the Town, except as otherwise provided by 
law and shall make a true return thereof to the Town Accountant, stating the 
accounts upon which such amounts were received. 


Section 9. The Town Accountant shall prescribe the methods of accounting 
and the forms to be used by the several boards, committees, and disbursements, 
and shall provide that such methods and forms shall conform to the require- 
ments prescribed by law or any rules or regulations made thereunder. 


Chapter V 
Contracts 


Section 1. Any person performing services for or holding an office, pos- 
ition, employment, or membership in a municipal agency, whether by election, 
appointment, contract of hire or engagement, whether serving with or without 
compensation on a full regular, parttime, intermittent, or consultant basis, 
but excluding elected members of a Town Meeting, shall comply with all pro- 
visions applicable to Municipal Employees or Special Municipal Employees as 
; outlined in Chapter 268A Amended. (Conduct of Public Officials and Employees 
approved July 2, 1962 to take effect May 1, 1963.) 
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36 Section 2. No contract shall be awarded for any work or service to be 
performed for the Town, and no purchase of materials, supplies or equipment 
shall be made, the estimated cost of which, is One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) 

t or more, unless competitive bids have been invited by advertising at least 
twice in a newspaper of general circulation in the Town. The Selectmen may 
exempt a purchase or contract from any or all of the provisions of this section 
when, in their opinion, an emergency exists requiring immediate action to pro- 
tect the health and safety of persons or property, ow when no reasonable sub- 
stitute can be obtained for the article or service to be purchased or contracted 
for. Evidence indicating that such an emergency exists or that no reasonable 
substitute for a purchase or a service can be obtained, shall be furnished in 
writing by the Selectmen, and shall be kept on file with other records of such 
transactions. 


Chapter VI 
Legal Affairs 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall be agents of the Town to institute, pros- 
ecute and defend any all claims, actions and proceedings to which the Town is 
a party or in which the interests of the Town may be involved. 


Section 2. The Selectmen may at their discretion compromise or settle any 
claim or suit to which the Town is a party, which does not require payment by 
the Town of an amount in excess of One Thousand dollars ($1,000.00) with the 
approval of the Town Meeting. No settlement of a claim or suit obligating the 
Town in an amount in excess of One Thousand dollars ($1,000.00) shall be made 
except as authorized by Law without the consent of the Town Meeting. 


: Section 3. The Selectmen, in their annual report, shall state what actions 
have been brought against the Town, what cases have been compromised or settled, 
and the current standing of all suits involving the Town or any of its interests. 


Section l. The Selectmen shall annually in March after final adjournment of th« 
Annual Town Meeting, appoint a resident or non-resident of the Town, who is a 
member in good standing of the Bar, to serve as Town Counsel for the term of one 
year from the first day of April following and until his successor is appointed 
and enters upon the performance of his duties. They shall likewise fill any 
vacancy in said office for the unexpired term, and may employ Special Counsel to 
37 assist the said Town Counsel whenever in their judgment necessity arises. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Town Counsel to conduct the prose- 
cution, defense or compromise claims, actions and proceedings to which the Town 
is a party, and the prosecutions of actions, or proceedings by or on behalf of 
any Town officer, board or committee as such; to conduct the defense of any action 
or proceedings brought against any Town officer, board or committee as such when 
the Selectmen, having determined that any right or interest of the Town are or 
may be involved therein, shall so request; to conduct proceedings brought by or 
against the Assessors, before the Board of Tax Appeals; to assist in the prose- 
cution of complaints for violation of any by-law of the Town, when requested so 
to do by the board of office enforcing same; to examine and report upon titles 
to all land to be acquired by the Town; to prepare or approve contracts, bonds, 
deeds and other legal instrumentda in which the Town ia a part or in which any 
right or interest of the Town is involved; to appear at any and all hearings on 
y behalf of the Town whenever his services may be required; and generally to 
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37. advise and act for the Town officers, boards and committees upon and in legal 
matters touching the duties of their respective offices. 


‘ Chapter VII 
Records and Reports 


Section 1. All officers, boards and committees of the Town shall cause 
records of their doings and accounts to be kept in suitable books. Said books 
shall be kept in their respective places in the authorized Town offices, and 
shall not be removed therefrom. Said books shall, unless otherwise provided by 
law be open to public inspection at any reasonable time, but shall remain during 
such inspection under the supervision of the officer, board or committee having 
custody thereof. 


Section 2. All officers. boards, standing committees and special committees 
of the Town, having charge of the expenditures of Town money, shall annually re- 
port thereon in writing in such manner as to give the citizens a fair and full 
understanding of the objects and methods of such expenditures, referring, however, 
to the report of the Town Accountant for statements in detail of receipts and 
payments, and may make therein such recommendations as they deem proper. Such 
reports shall be submitted to the Selectmen for inclusion in the Annual Town Re- 
port on or before the 30th day of January of each year. 


38 Section 3. The Annual Town Report shall contain, in addition to the reports 
of the officers, boards and committees as hereinbefore provided, a detailed re- 
port of all monies received into and paid out of the Town Treasurer in the finan- 
cial year next preceding, showing, deparately. payments made from the proceeds 
of loans as capital outlays for permanent improvements; the report of the Collec- 

4 tor of Taxes, of receipts, payments and abatements; statements of all funds be- 
longing to the Town or held for the benefit of its inhabitants; a statement of 
liabilities of the Town on bonds, notes, certificate of indebtedness, or other- 
wise, and of indebtedness, or otherwise, and of indebtedness authorized; a 
statement of transfers made to or from any appropriations; abstracts of recordsz 
of the meetings of the Town held since publication of the last Annual Report; 
and such other matter as the said Report is required to contain, or as may be 
inserted under the discretion granted them by law. 


Chapter VIII 
Miscellaneous Provisions 


Section 1. All officers, boards or departments may dispose of such personal 
property in their custody when they deem it advisable and in the best interests 
of the Town, after such disposition shall be approved and authorized in writing 
by the Selectmen. If, in the judgment of any officer, board or department, the 
value of the property to be disposed of by sale exceeds one hundred dollars, the 
property shall be advertised in a newspaper published in the County and bids re- 
quested. Every officer, board or department shall include in its Annual Report 
a list of property so sold, the amount therefor and the name of the purchaser. 


Section 2. All officers, boards or departments must submit annually to the 
Selectmen a list of all Town property in their custody;- this list to reflect 
what purchases had been acquired during the current year. Said list to be filed 
4 in the Town Office. 
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38 Section 3. No person shall make any excavation in any public way. or 
remove earth, or gravel, therefrom, without first having obtained the written 
permit therefor from the Road Superintendent. No person shall deposit or sweep 

} rubbish onto any public way. 


Section l. The Selectmen shall cause copies of these by-laws printed in 
pamphlet form, to be kept in the Town officers, where copies may be had upon 
39 upon application. 


Section 5. No person or corporation within the Town shall be a collector 
of, dealer in, or keeper of a shop for the sale or barter of junk, old metals 
or second hand articles unless licensed by the Board of Selectmen as provided 
by statute, except that permits for fund raising sales of second hand articles 
by local religious, social or charitable organizations, may be issued by the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Second 6. No person shall act as a hawker, peddler or transient vendor 
within the Town of Sandisfield until he has first obtained a license from the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Section 7. Sound trucks and other advertising sound wagons or vehicles 
shali not operate on the public highways with said sound or other noise apparatus 
or devices in operation, except in accordance with a written permit from the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Section 8. No person shall construct any building or other structure, nor 
alter, nor add to any building or other structure to create additional tenements 
or apartments, nor move any building or structure or trailor into the Town of 
Sandisfield which is to be used for any purpose without first obtaining from 

i the Board of Selectmen a permit, the reserve side of which shall state the Board 
of Health regulations pertaining to sewage disposal and water supply. The per- 
mit will not be granted or may be rescinded if it appears at any time that pro- 
visions have not been made to comply with the board of Health regulations. 


Section 9. Dwelling and accessory buildings hereafter erected or struct- 
urally altered shall provide a lot area of not less than one acre. Such lot 
shall have asminimum frontage of not less than 200 feet on a public road or 
right of way, a minimum depth of not less than 150 feet and any building here- 
after erected thereon shall be set back at least 30 feet from the nearest point 
in the right of way line of the bounding street or road and from all other side 
or rear property lines. No more than one dwelling unit shall be erected on any 
such lot. 


Chapter IX 
Board of Appeals 


There is hereby established a Board of Appeals consisting of three registered 
hO voters appointed by the Board of Selectmen for a term of three years, said terms 
to begin on April lst of each year. Initially, one member shall be appointed for 
a term ending on April lst, 1965, one for a term ending on April lst, 1966, and 
one for a term ending on April lst, 1967 and thereafter, appointments shall be 
made for three years except that vacancies shall be filled for the unexpired 
terms in the same manner ap in the case of original appointments. 
, The Board of Appeals shall have the following powers and duties: 
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Lo 1. To hear and decide appeals taken as provided in Section 13 of Chapter 
HOA of the General laws. 


} le To hear and decide applications for special permits for exceptions as 
provided in Section ) of said statute upon which such Board is required to pass. 


3. To Rhathorize upon appeal or upon petition in cases where a particular 
use is sought for which no permit is required, with respect to a particular 
parcel of land or to an existing building thereon a variance from the terms of 
the applicable by-law where, owing to conditions especially affecting such par- 
cel or such building but not affecting generally the district in which it is 
located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the by-law would involve 
substantial hardships, financial or otherwise, to the appellant and where de- 
Sirable relief may be granted without substantial detriment to the public good 
and without nullifying or substantially derogating from the intent or purpose 
of such by~law, but not otherwise. 


lh. An appeal under Section 15 of Chapter HOA of the General Laws may be 
claimed by filing a written claim of appeal within seven days of the decision by 
the officer or board involved with such officer or board, together with a notice 
specifying the grounds thereof. Said claim of appeal shall be forwarded by the 
officer or board with which it has been filed to the Chairman of the Board of 
Appeals. 


5. The Board of Appeals shall fix a reasonable time for hearing of such 
appeal or other matter referred to it or any petition for variance and shall 
cause notice of the time and place of such hearing to be published in a news- 
paper of general circulation in the Town once in each of two successive weeks, 
the first publication to be not less than twenty-one days before the date of 

; hl hearing, and shall also send notice by mail, postage prepaid, to the petitioner 
and to the owne rs of all property deemed by the board to be affected thereby, 
as they appear on the most recent local tax list. At the hearing any party, 
whether entitled to notice thereof or not, may appear in person or by agent or 
by attorney. 


6. The Board of Appeals shall adopt rules not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of law fr conducting its business and otherwise carrying out the pur- 
poses of this chapter. Meetings of the board shall be held at the call of the 
chairman, and also when called in such other manner as the Board shall determine 
in its rules. Such chairman, or in his absence, the acting chairman may admin- 
ister oaths, summon witnesses and call for the production of papers. All meet- 
ings of the Board shall be open to the public. The decision of the Board shall 
be made within a reasonable time. The Board shall cause to be made a detailed 
record of its proceedings showing the vote of each member upon each question, or, 
if absent or failing to vote, indicating such fact, and setting forth clearly 
the reason or reasons for its decisions, and of its other official actions, copies 
of which shall be immediately filed in the office of the Town Clerk and shall be 
a public record, and notice of decisions shall be mailed forthwith to parties in 
Interest as designated in the appeals, and to every person present at the hearing 
who requests that notice be sent to him and states the address to which such 
notice is to be sent. 


Chapter X 


) Planning Board 
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Section l. The Planning Board shall have five (5) permanent members. 
At the first Annual Town Meeting for the election of such members, one candidate 
shall be elected for a term of five (5) years, one candidate for a term of four 
(4) years, one candidate for a term of three years (3), one candidate for a term 
of two (2) years, one candidate for a term of one (1) year, and at each succeed- 
ing Town Meeting one member shall be elected for a term of five (5) years. Men- 
bers shall serve without pay, shall choose their own officers, and shall be sworn 
to the faithful performance of their duties. Vacancies shall be filled by the 
Selectmen in accordance with Chapter 31, Section 11 of the General Laws, which 
appointees shall serve until the next Annual Town Meeting at which time the 
vacancy shall be filled by election for the remainder of the term. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Board to make a study of the 
future needs of the Town and develop a long range program subject to future 
change, having due regard to a balance between the liberties of the individual 
and the welfare of the community. The Board shall make recommendation, by 
annual report, pertaining to the laying out of private and public roads, devel- 
opment of real estate subdivisions, future sites for schools, playgrounds, 
parks, water supplies, sewage disposal, police and fire protection, zoning and 
locations, and all other subjects of general interest which affect the welfare, 
health and safety of the inhabitants relative to the possibilities, resources 
and needs of the Town. 


Chapter XI 
Separability 


Section l. If any section or portion of any section of these by-laws shall 
be declared invalid, it shall not affect the validity of any other section or 
portion thereof.

Summary 


The proposed measure provides that henceforth appointments in the executive 
branch of the government shall not require the advice and consent of the Gover-— 
ernor's Council. Exceptions to this provision include appointments to the Youth 
Service Board, Industrial Accident Board, Commission of the Department of Public 
Utilities, Parole Board, and Appellate Tax Board, which appointments shall con- 
tinue to require Council action. However, should the Council fail to act upon 
such appointments within thirty calendar days, then the person involved shall be 
deemed to have been lawfully appointed. Any appointment in the executive branch 
by an officer other than the Governor which heretofore required Council approval 
shall henceforth require approval by the Governor. 

Removals from office shall no longer require the advice and consent of the 
Council, except in the case for the Youth Service Board, which removals mst still 
receive Council approval. As in the case of appointments still requiring Council 
approval, such recommended removal from the Youth Service Board must be acted upon 
by the Council within thirty calendar days; otherwise the proposed removal shall 
become effective as if approval had been given. Im the case of an appointment 
which heretofor required Council approval the Governor may, within fifteen days of 
making the appointment, remove the person appointed without cause. 

The Council shall no lonfer be required to approve the fixing of any compen- 
sation for services rendered in the executive department. And henceforth there 
need be no approval by the Council of actions or agreements by executive offi- 
cers, including but not limited to borrowings and loans, investments, leases, 
including the promulagation of rules and regulations. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Governor shall at alli times remain free 
to seek the advice and consent of the Council upon any matter.

Under the Act, effective as of January l, 196), each member of the General 
Court shall receive seventy-eight hundred dollars for each Regular annual session, 
the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House of Representatives shall each 
receive the same amount as additional compensation, and the floor leaders of each 
of the major political parties in the Senate and House, the Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Ways and Means and the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of that committee 
of the House, shall each receive thirty-nine hundred dollars as additional com- 
pensation, to be paid as provided in the Act. After the same date the annual ex- 
pense allowance is to be six hundred dollars for each member and the travel allow- 
ance is to be eight cents per mile with a stated minimum and an alternative, and 
a member chosen to fill a vacancy or who resigns during a session is to be en- 
titled to per diem compensation at the rate for each regular annual session and 
to the allowances for travel and other expenses for the time of his membership.

The Act imposes a temporary tax upon all retail sales of tangible personal 
property at the rate of three per cent of the selling price. Sales of certain 
items are exempted from the tax, including but not limited to sales of food pro- 
ducts for human use, articles of clothing, prescription medicines, agricultural 
machinery and certain publications. The statute contains specific provisions 
relating to the registration of vendors, the filing of returns and the payment 
of the amounts collected by such vendors. Vendors may apply to the State Tax 
Commission for abatements of the amounts owed where they believe such amounts 
to be excessive, and decisions of the Commission on such applications may be re- 
viewed by the Appellate Tax Board. The Commissioner of Corporations and Taxa-— 
tion shall have the usual powers and remedies provided for tax collection for 
the collection of the taxes imposed by this section. The State Tax Commission 
shall issue regulations necessary for proper administration and enforcement of 
the section. 

The Act further imposes a temporary excise upon the storage, use or other 
consumption in Massachusetts of tangible personal property at the rate of three 
per cent of the sales price of such property. Sales upon which the retail sales 
tax described above has been imposed, or which are exempt from the retail sales 
tax, shall be exempt from the use tax. Sales upon which the retail sales tax 
described above has been imposed, or which are exempt from the retail sales tax, 
shall be exempt from the use tax. Sales upon which a tax has been paid in an- 
other jurisdiction shall also be exempt. Assessment, abatement and collection 
of the use tax shall be governed by the provisions which relate to the tax upon 
retail sales. The tax upon retail sales and the excise upon storage, use or 
other consumption shall be effective during the period from April 1, 1966 to 
December 31, 1967. 

Each qualified taxpayer shall be entitled to a credit of four dollars for 
himself, four dollars for his spouse and eight dollars for each qualified de- 
pendent, but such credit shall not be allowed if the taxable income of such in- 
dividual and his spouse exceeds five thousand dollars for the year. In addition 
to the taxes described above, the Act provides for new excises upon certain 
banks; new taxes upon the income of certain corporations; new taxes upon cigar~ 
ettes; a room occupancy excise upon rent paid for the use of hotel rooms and ot-— 
her lodging places; and excises upon sales of certain alcoholic beverages. 

The Act creates the Local Aid Fund for the purpose of providing educational 
assistance, and authorizes the periodic distribution of amounts from such Fund 
to the cities and towns. In addition, the Act contains a variety of provisions 
relating to the program of State Aid to public schools, and to its administra- 
tion.

no others: the Executive Branch; the General Court; the Executive Council; the gov- 
ernment of cities, towns and counties and their relationship to each other and to the 
government of the Commonwealth; (2) simplify and rearrange the constitution, and (3) 
provide methods of amendment thereof. The question will state that the convention 
Shall not consider or propose any measure which relates to the Massachusetts Declar-— 
ation of Rights, the provisions of the Massachusetts constitution concerning the 
"Judiciary Power" (other than provisions respecting the Executive Council), or any 

of the excluded matters enumerated in Article XLVITT, IIT, Section 2 of the Massachu- 
setts constitution. The question will fix the number of delegates to the convention 
at 150, of whom 20 members shall be members of the General Court; the remaining 130 
members shall be elected by the voters in the manner summarized below. The question 
will also state that the convention shall conclude its business not later than 120 
days from its first session. 


The proposed law provides that if a majority of the votes on the fore-going question 
is in the affirmative, the convention shall be held in July, 1971 to revise, alter 
or amend the constitution on the matters enumerated above onl¥. The House of Repre- 
Sentatives and the Senate shall each elect as delegates 10 of its members, not more 
than 6 from each branch coming from the same political party. Of the remaining 130 
delegates, 10 shall be elected at large and 120 shall be elected from the hO sena- 

| torial districts, 3 from each. Provision is made for the manner of nominating and 
electing these 130 delegates, without party or political designation, for filling 
vacancies occurring in the position of any delegate, from whatever source chosen, 

| and for the conduct of the convention's business. 


Any revisions, alterations and amendments of the Massachusetts constitution adopted 
: by the convention shall be submitted to the people at the State election in 1972 for 
ratification and adoption in such menner as the convention may direct. If a majority 
of the people voting thereon ratify and adopt such revision, alteration or amendment , 
the constitution shall be deemed to be changed accordingly.

SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment to the Constitution amends the existing constitutional pro- 
visions which direct the division of the Commonwealth into 20 representative dis- 
tricts and 0 senatorial districts. It provides for a census of the inhabitants 

of each city and town in the Commonwealth in the year 1971 and in every tenth year 
thereafter. The census in 1971 is to be the basis for determining the representa- 
tive and senatorial districts for the ten-year period beginning January 1, 1975. 

Each subsequent census shall be the basis for determining the districts for each 
ten-year period beginning the fourth January following each census, so that the census 
in 1981 will determine the districts as of January, 1985, etc. 

The amendment provides that the house of representatives shall consist of two hundred 
and forty members and the senate of forty members. In its first regular session 
following each census, the Legislature shall devide the Commonwealth into two hundred 
and forty representative districts of contiguous territory and forty senatorial dis- 
tricts also of contiguous territory. Each representative district shall contain, as 
nearly as may be, an equal number of inhabitants according to the census. Each sen- 
atorial district shall also contain as nearly as may be an equal number of inhabi- 
tants according to the census. A representative district shall not unite two or more 
counties, towns, or cities, or parts thereof, or a city and a town, or parts thereof, 
in one district unless the same is unavoidable. Further, no town or less than six 
thousand inhabitants shall be divided in forming representative districts. It is 
also provided that the County of Dukes County and Nantucket County shall be a rep- 
resentative district, notwithstanding the foregoing. The senatorial districts, each 
of which shall elect one Senator, shall be formed without uniting two counties or 

or parts of two or more counties, unless the same is unavoidable. Each represent— 
ative shall be an inhabitant of the district for which he is chosen at least one year 
immediately preceding his election, and each senator shall be an inhabitant of the 
district for which he is chosen at the time of his election and shall have been an 
inhabitant of the Commonwealth for at least five years immediately preceding his 
election. Any representative or senator who ceases to be an inhabitant of the Com- 
monwealth shall cease to represent his district. 

The amendment also provides that the Legislature (1) may by law limit the time 
within which judicial porceedings may be instituted calling in question any such 
division and (2) shall prescribe by law the manner of calling and conducting elec- 
tions for the choice of representatives and of ascertaining their election. 

Finally, the amendment annuls the existing constitutional provisions with respect 

to apportionment of representative and senatorial districts, although those pro- 
visions will remain in effect until January 1, 1975.

5. Religious, educational, Municipal or recreational use. 

6, Accessory uses customerily incident to permitted uses, including customary 


home occupations, but not including Travel Trailer Park Mobile Home Park, Travel 
Trailer or Mobile home. 
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SECTION III - TRAVEL TRAILER, MOBILE HOME: 


1. A Travel Trailer or Mobile Home may be permitted by the Selectmen, in accordance 
with the provisions of the General Laws anc Section IV hereof, in their capacity as 
enforcing agents, but only to be occupied for temporary living quarters by the owner 
of the premises on which it is located, for one (1) year provided that such owner is 
in the process of constructing a dwelling for his own occupancy and further provided 
that such Travel Trailer or Mobile Home is, and the dwelling being constructed will 
be in conformity to the Sanitary Code of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Such 
permit may be extended if the work on the dwelling is proceeding in good faith. 


2. <A Travel Trailer or Mobile Home issued a permit by the Selectmen and located 
and occupied prior to the adoption of this By-law may continue to be used provided 
a certification from the Board of Health is submitted to the Selectmen stating com- 
pliance with the Sanitary Code of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and further 
provided that such Travel Trailer or mobile home may be replaced by another on the 
Same premises and under the same conditions.

This By-Law shall be enforced by the Selectmen, and whoever violates any of the 
provisions of this By-Law shall pay a fine not to exceed twenty-five ($25.00) dol- 
lars for each offense. Each Travel Trailer or Mobile Home that has been allowed to 
stand on any premises beyond the period permitted hereunder without a permit shall 
constitute a separate offense, and each continuing day of such violation shall also 
be considered a separate offense. No person shall construct any dwelling, or move 
any dwelling, or locate any Travel Trailer or Mobile Home as provided in Section 
ITI, without first obtaining from the Selectmen, acting in their capacity as en- 
forcers, a permit. Written application shall contain, or be accompanied by a sin- 
ple plan of the lot and dwelling and the location of the buildings thereon, all to 
scale in order to ensure compliance with the Sanitary Code of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. No such building, structure, Travel Trailer or Mobile Home shall be 
eccupied until the Selectmen are satisfield that it is in conformity with said code 
and with this By-Law and has issued an Occupancy Permit therefor or has endorsed on 
the original permit approval of occupancy. 


Article 38. To transact any other business that may legally come before the 
Town Meeting.

Results of Special Town Meeting 
August 25, 1972 


The Special Town Meeting was called to order at 8:00 p.m. by Moderator Stanley

in front of the Sandisfield Town Hall." 

The motion was made, by Angelo B, Campetti, and seconded that the original vote 
at the Annual Town Meeting be rescinded. 

After considerable debate the motion carried. 

The motion was the made, (by Angelo B Campetti) and seconded, that the Town 
vote to place the Veterans' Monument on the green in front of the New Boston Inn. 

Paper ballot was salled for and Mrs. Helen B. Genung and Mrs Italia J Henri 
were named teliers by the Moderator. The clerk announced the results. Forty 
ballots were cast;- Yes 20} No 20. With a tie vote the motion was defeated leaving 
the Town without a site for the monument. 

Mr. Harold W. Smith spoke in favor of placing the monument at Sandisfield 
Center; Mr. Campetti repeated his preference for the New Boston site with Mr. James 
A Carr stating his reasons for also wishing the monument at the green at the Junc- 
tions of routes 8 and 57. Selectman Stanley iW Linkovich vehemently spoke in favor 
of the Town Hall site as originally adopted by unanimous vote at the Annual Town 
Meeting. 

He, Mr Linkovich then moved that the matter be tabled until the next Town 
Meeting. The motion seconded by Mrs. Tash B Anton. The motion was defeated. 

The moderator suggested going on to Article 2 and returning to Article 1 
later on in the meeting. There was general agreement to this proposal. 


Article 2. The motion was made by Harold W Smith and seconded by Samuel R Wilber 
to adopt the Article as read. “ah Smith amended his motion, with a second from Mr 
John R Newsom, to read as fol 

"To vote to authorize the seeetiien to appoint an unpaid representative Town com- 
mittee of no less than ten people to investigate the feasibility of establishing a 
Youth and Community Center for the benefit of everyone in the Town of Sandisfield, 
with said committee to be so appointed within two weeks and committee to report back 
to Selectmen in thirty days." = 

Mr. Newsom advised the Meeting where Federal funds might come from to aid in 
the construction and operation of such a center. 

A paper ballet was called for. 3 votes were cast - Yes 29 and No 1h. The 
ayes had it and the motion was adopted. 


Article 1. The Meeting returned to the matter of Article 1. The motion was made 
by Mr. Carr and seconded by Mr. Campetti, that the stone by placed temporarily at 
the green in front of the New Boston Inn until such a time as the Town voted for. 
a permanent location. 

After much controversial discussion an amendment to the motion, made by Mr.
